The Distress in Ireland Growing More Wide-

Russia. 

LONDON, February 23.—The Standard’s 
Berlin correspondent says that lately the Czar 
hardly ever left the Wirter Palace. Whenhe 
@id he was surrounded by a cloud of mounted 
‘officers, who concealed the carriage and pro- 
tected the inmate with their bodies. In the 
palace he was accessible by diplomatists, dig- 
itaries, and officers of the household. At 
chapel detectives occupied seats that were for- 
merly reserved for distinguished visitors. De- 
tectives infested the kitchen; every dish was 
tasted by persons of rank specially selected 
for the purpose. The Emperor does not even 
venture to open his letters, documents steep- 
‘ed in poison having repeatedly been sent to 
him. Yet with all these elaborate precaution- 
aries, it occurred to nobody to search for the 
announced, 

ADVERTISED, AND PLACARDED MINE 

in the basement. The Emperor and the 
Duchess of Edinburgh were seated in an 
apartment next to the dining-room when they 
heard the report.of the explosion. The lights 
were extinguished, and a gas-pipe burst. 
The Princess, the officers, and the valets went 
blindly through the dark, and then poured 
promiscuously through the door of the royal 
apartments. The sovereign was found grop- 
ing his way out of the fatal quarter. All who 
saw that sight, the picture of Alexander II, 
leading his daughter away froim the mine of 
(Ynamite, say it Was one that could never be 
forgotten. 

The Vienna Tagblatt relates that for some 
days pastthe Czar has daily received a sealed 
letter containing a few words of menace, and 
saying that if he did not change his system of 
oppression he would not live to celebrate the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of hisaccession. The 
shect was always bordered with biack. In 
court circles it Was known as the black letter. 
All efforts to discover the person who convey- 
ed it tothe Emperor’s room were unsuccess- 
ful. 

AN AUTHENTIC ACCOUNT. 

Alexander of Hesse, in a letter to his wife 
from St. Petersburg, says: 
eeeding through the large corridor to his 
Majesty’s apartments when suddenly a fear- 
ful detonation was beard, the flooring was 

raised as by an ecarithquake, the gas extin- 
cuished, and we were left in total darkness. 
At the same time a horrible dust and smell of 
gunpowder or dynamite tilied the corridor. 


Some one shouted achandelier had fallen in 
ibe saloon where the table was 
laid for dinner. I hastened thither with 


the Czarewiteh and Grand Duke Viadimir 
while the Count Adlerberg, in dcubt as to 
What might happen, held back the Emperor.

A GIIASTLY RECORD. 

VIENNA, February 20.—Dioh heria is rag- 
ing in Central Russia. Ir has carried off 
since last November: over 40,009 persons in 
the provinces of Charkoffand Poltava alone, 
and in the neighborhood of Walki whole vil- 
lages have almost died out. 

PARISIAN SURMISES. 

A Paris cablegram says: The rumors anent 
the Czar’s abdication and death are unfound- 
ea. The object of the dynamite plot, some 
think, was to hasten the accession of the 
Czarowitz, who isopenly hostile to the Czar. 
Others suspect it was the result of intrigues 
of Bismarckian agents and partisans of the 
Czarowitz with Nihilists. This is regarded 
in some quarters as probable, as the Czar is 
in Bismarck’s way,tbe Emperor William lov- 
ing his nephew too well to wage war against 
him. If the conspirators were unsparing of 
soldiers’ lives they were economic of cour- 
tiers, no member of the imperial household 
Laving been injured in the explosion. The 
laying of the mine showsa knowledge of the 
Emperor’s daily life. The brown foom is not 
the ordinary dining room of the imperial 
fumily, and has been only used as such since 
the Empress returned home. The (Grand 
Duke Nicholas is stupetied by the horrifying 
news from St. Petersburg.

Dean Stanley is reconsidering his 
previous refusals, and agrees to receive on 
Tuesday the protesting deputations. The 
Workingmen’s Association proposes to ad- 
dress a direct remonstrance to the Prince of 
Wales, as acting chairman of the Abbey Com- 
mittee. The Bonapartists publish a fresh ap- 
peal for subscriptions. The military and naval 
subscription for the monument elsewhere al- 
ready amount to £4,000, $ 20,090.

A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 

A Dublin cablegram says: The distress in 
Ireland grows more widespread every day. It 
is only through the admirable machinery of 
distribution organized by the Mansion House 
and Marlborough committees that actual star- 
vation is checked. The famine will probably 
intensify during the coming fortnight, after 
which, for a sb prt period, it will probably be 
less severe, in consequence of the employment 
of labor inthe sowing of crops. ‘This done, 
the worst crisis will follow. Jonathan Pim, 
who is famous for his lavors in 1847, told this 
correspondent to-day that the worst time 
would be the last fortnight in May, all through 
June, and the first fortnight in July. This is 
confirmed by experience. It is also the opin- 
ion of every authority on the subject. Mr. 
Charles Kennedy, an active member of the 
Mansion House,Committee, told me to-day 
that he believed the present committee could 
manage the distress for a consideradle time, 
but their funds would be nearly, if not quite, 
exhausted when the most crushing crisis ar- 
rived. He would advise Americans to make 
their fund as large as they can, and then to 
husband it as far as possible, so as to step in 
when other funds are low. America would 
then be the actual savior and mainstay of the 
people.

A Horrjble Story of Filth and Pros pcc- 
tive Pestilence.

Thee is nothing small] about Chicago. It is 
acity«f large parts, and its ambicion 1s as 
houncless us the illimitable universe. It 
bousts of the laggest botels in America; claims 
to, and does to a great extent, contral the 
grain und pork marke’, and possesses almost 
mnsane energy.

In fact, itis my belief that Chica- 
coese are acquainted with the uses of water 
only so farasthey relate to house-cleaning, 
street-sprinkling, occasional bathing, and vo 
purposes of navigation. 


The Rev. Mr. Hayden’s Tribute to His 
Wife. 
[From his Hartford Lecture. ] 

I have thought it befter to make very little 
allusionto my own personal experience in 
this matter of circumstantial evidence, but I 
should be making too great a sacrifice to my 
sense of eect if | did not speak.

These children 
of mine represent to me the children of those 
innocent victims of the law and of its errors, 
and when I see what it would be to me to look 
from the scaffold upon the agony of sucha 
wife and children as mine, and to have to 
think, at that last dreadful moment, of thein- 
heritance of disgrace that I was leaving to 
them—alas!the only inheritance—I can real- 
ize something of the retined torture to which 
such unfortunate men are subjected, and 
sometbing of what the hearts are into which 
both the sense of wrong and the disgrace have 
sunk, each intensifying the other. And 
though the innocence of the dead husband and 
father may be discovered, no empty parade of 
honors to his memory can recall the agony of 
his last hours, nor the darkened years that 
bave passed over his bousehbold.

Treading in the Wine-Press.

Inthe vineyards near us the girls mounted 
on ladders,and clipped the rich bunches, 
dropping them into baskets. The way these 
girls displayed their brown ankles might 
shock people on your side of the water.

The Great Horse-Tamer Gone.

Thomas Dawson, the veteran trainer of 
thoroughbreds and tor fifty years connected 
with the English turf. is dead. Mr. Dawson 
was the eldest brother of the well-known 
family of which Mr. Joseph Dawson, Mr. 
Matt. Dawson and Mr. John Dawson are also 
distinguished members. He tratzed during 


of ithe Derby in 1€56. On that race 


his lifetime many of the horses famous on the 
Evclish turf, theluding Ellington, the-winner 
‘won 
£25,000. He put the money, in an old hat- 
ease and left it. im the railroad carriage in 
which be traveled home to Northallerton 
frcm London. Keeping his own counsel as to 
the contents of the hat-case, he made a dtti¢ent 
search and recovered tne hat-box and his 
money. This was after a week’s deiay, the hat- 
cate in the mean time having traveled as far 
north as Aberdeen: Owing to age und its ac- 
companviog infirmities Mr. Thomas: Dawson 
only trained the horses of Mr. R. Jardine 
during the last few years. But years ago he 
was a powerouthe Englishturf. Rice in his 
‘*History of the British Turf,’’ says: **Mr. 
Thomas Dawson, of Middlebam, is the origin- 
ator of the modern and improved’ system of 
training thoroughbreds. He was the first 
trainer to see the fallacies of the old method 
and to sct upon bis own well-considered opin- 
ions. He did away withthe drenchings and 
profuse sweatings and the short supplies of 
water, introducing in their stead plenty ofold 
cats and bard work. Messrs. Joseph Matthew 
ard Jobn Dawson learned their art of their 
brother at Middieham, where for many years 
there were upwards of one hundred and 
twenty horses in training; forty or nftv were 
Mr. Dawsen’s own property. Mr. Matthew 
Dawson to this day quotes ‘my brother Tom’ 
asian oracie on horseflesb, and the thanks of 
owners ure certainly justly due to him tor the 
radical and salutary change he has effected in 
the training world.’?

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Ideal Domestic **Help.” 
[From the New York Llerald, 21st.1 

The **l\itchen Garden,’’ as it is called, is a 
new 1deain social science which promises to 
become an important factor in domestic 
economy. Brietly described, it is the system- 
aticand thorougn training of young children 
in ail the arts of the kitchen and the house- 
hold, so as to tit them for domestic service as 
a livelihood, if necessity snould ob'ige them, 
ortoccuduct and superintend their own do- 
mestic estabiishme:ts, The @deais an out- 
xrowth of the kindergarten system, but 
whether or not the credit of its invention be- 
longs to the land whicb gave birth to Froebel’s 
metbod, or whether it is nu 
Yunkee notior, is ry question 
which does not appear to be definitely settled. 
Be that as it mav, it owes its origin to the dif- 
fieuliv which almost every housewifela New 
York has experienced—thbe ditliculty of ob- 
taining competent help inthe kitenen. This 
probiem it secks to solve by the training of 
children for bousehold work. An exnibition 
of the practical working of the kitchen gargea 
was given last evening in the Sunday-school 
room of the Collegiate Chured, Fifth avenue 
and Twenty-ninth street. The senior class of 
the Dewitt Chapel, the mission attached to 
the church, were put through their paces in 
the new system. ‘There were some thirty 
girls of fromtento fifteen vears of age, and 
they were examined in every deparimeut of 
household duty, trom ecrubbipg the floor to 
serving a four-course dinner, giving practical 
illustrations wherever possible. HKverything 
was done in concert to the rhythmic mea- 
ures-of lively music, and the cexlibition was 
Verv interesting ana satisfactory. 

About sixty children inthe mission school 
are being taught inthe kitchen garden class 
by Misses Whitteld, Perlee and Dodd, three 
young ladies of the church. Last night’s ex- 
hibition was oftbe senior class, composed of 
the older girls. It was witnessed by a crowd- 
ed and interested assemblage. The class were 
provided with buckets, brooms, scrubbing 
brusbes. dishes and tabie service, and all the 
paraphernalia of the kitchen, dining-room 
end laundry. With the precision of soldiers 
they went through the motions, in concert 


and to music, of sweeping, scrubbing, cook- 
ing, setting tabie, serving breakfast, dinner 
and supper, Wasbing dishes and other similar 
duties, singing While they worked rhymes 
describing the proper methods of performing 
the tasks.

A wrap very popular now in Paris for ball 
and opera wear, because it harmonizes with 
any toilet, is a large visite made from a long 
striped India shawl and bordered with a 
simple fringe in colors to match. 


Some of the articles of linen underwear of- 
fered in the shops of Paris are trimmed with 
valenciennes lace, and are so exquisitely fine 
and soft in texture that when crumpled in the 
hand they occupy scarcely more space than a 
pocket hanukerchief. 


The newest muffs are fanciful, not to say 
fantastic, combinations of velvet or silk, and 
sutin, lace, flowers and stuffed birds. For in- 
stance, a muff of shirred satin has ruffles of 
embroidered lace at the ends, and on one side 
the head of a lophophore within a nest of lace, 
while a bunch of rosebuds peeps out from the 
inside of the muff.

The cotton 
is an active irritunt. and brings the blood to 
the suriace, Without the unpvleasantaess of 
plzesters. It may well be worn 1n cases of sore 
throats instead cf the immemorial! red flaanel. 
As a preventive of lung troubles too much 
can bardivy be urged in favor of its use, while 
its cleanliness is another advantage. 
DRIED APPLES. 

It takes albcla person to saya good word 
for dried apples, which bave been the theme 
of ridicule in prose and Pha:hbe Carey’s caustic 
poe ry, and the sign of all poor housekeeping. 

Sut since the best families in England are 
fincing them very convenient under the name 
of Ameiican apple chips, their virtues may be 
discovered nearer home. Now that green ap- 
ples are so Gear, some housekeepers will be 
gladio know that sour dried apples are just 
ux cood—for mince pies, and no one caa ever 
cetcect the difference. ‘The old-fashion cut 
apd strung apples keep tbeir flavor better 
than the thin steam-dried fruit. Tae same 
thing can be said for uovared dried peaches, 
which bave much finer flavor than the pared 
fruit. The unpared peaches can be bought 
for a shilling a pound, the others at 16 to 29. 
Souk the unpared an hour efter picking them 
over, pour away the water, rubinthe bands 
through another and pour that off, and put 
them in acovered stone jar with pleaty of 
cold water snd room to swell, to siayin the 
oven over night. Then rub througa a sieve 
and totwo puunds of the stewed fruit add a 
can of canned peaches, and stew till tne latter 
is just Gone, Wilh sugar to taste. <A delicious 
jain or compote is the result, with almost if 
not quite as tine a flavor asthe canned fruit. 
Try this way of cooking dried apples, and 
confess that they have been slandered. Soak 
an hour and wash as directed for peaches. 
Put to bake in a stone jar, two-thirds full of 
fruitand quite full of water. Bake over 
night. Inthe worning add athird of a tea- 
spoonful ofturtaric acidto each pound to re- 
store the acid lost by drying,unless the apples 
are unusually sour, or to use the juice of 
three lemons for thesame purpose. Add a 
coffee cup of sugartoeach pouud of fruit, a 
teaspoorful of cinnamon or nutmegani a 
pinch of cloves, and return co the oveu for an 
hour. While bot stir in a teaspoonful of nice 
butter. Jhis makes a pleasant jam which 
children like very much, and which proves 
excellent for puddings, pies and plain cake. 
The Jonger it keeps the better it is, and if 
weatber affects 1t asecqnd baking restores its 
sweetness and improves its tlavor. ; 

RELIEVING WOUNDS. 

A quick method of relieving painful flesh- 
wounds: ‘berow a bandful of wool or wool- 
en regs upon hot embers, and smoke the 
wounded part until relief is obtained, which 
Will usualtv be in three or four minutes. This 
is said to be equally officacious for old inflam- 
ed wounds, and dangerous punctures from 
fork tines and rusty nails, where lock-jaw is 
feared, only it requires a longer time to give 
relief. ) 

TO PREVENT STARCHED CLOTHES STICKING 
when ironing. Use kerosene oil forall kinds 
of starch, both cooked and uncooked. Should 
think a tablespoonful of oil, to four or tive 
quarts of starch, enough. In making uncook- 
cd starch, lhavethe water quite warm, as 
the starch will Qissolve sooner and the oi! 
iningle more readily. The clothes need he 
starched and rolled up butafew minutes in 
this way. 

HOP YEAST. 

Anexcelient and quick method of making 
hop yeast: Pare and grate six or seven good- 
sized potatoes. Stira heaping tablespoonful 
of flour with the grated potato; have ready a 
couple of quarts of boiling hop water (pre- 
pared by taking a handful of hops and pour- 
ing boiling water upon them and boiling 
about three minutes); turn the hop water 
upon the potato and stir, as for making starch, 
then boi} the whole mass aboutten minutes, 
add a good handful of salt and one 
of sugar, and let it stand until cool 
enough so that it will not seald, and then add 
a large coffee-cup full of good yeast, and set 
where it will keep quite warm till it is very 
light, tbensetitinacool place until it has 
steed about twenty-four hours, when it is 
ready for your yeast jug, which should be 
setina cool, dry place. ‘Tne yeast prepared 
in this way will keep longer and make nicer 
bread than by any method I ever tried, and it 
does ‘not take more than twenty minutes to 
prepare it ready to set for fermentation, 


A Fiendish Divinity Student.

Some 
time before the fire hestole several of his 
father’s sheep and sold the pelts, and then in- 
nocently helped his father search for the 
sheep. A short time after this the house was 
robbed of several hundred dollars, James 
claiming to lose two dollars by the robbery to 
blind the folksto the fact thatthe robbery 
was in reality committed by 
him, which circumstance has _ leaked 


out since the incendiary fire and the fixing of 


the guilt upon the most unnatural son. In 
these dispatches last eveningit was stated 
that one sister and the father were locked up 
inthe burning house, but itis now learned 
that his five sisters were locked "up in their 
rooms, and that after the house was set on tire 
by James, one of his sisters escaped and fled 
across the country to warn the neighbors, who 
arrived in time to rescue the rest of the fami- 
ly. Itis saidthat young Warrell tried to 
poisonthe family some time before the fire. 
The young man issaid to have escaped to 
Ohio, assisted by his father, who through all 
bas tried to shield his son from the indigna- 
tion of his neighbors. The affair has created 
a decided sensation in Claysville, where the 
family are known, andthe facts were only 
learned bythe persistent inquiries of the 
neighbors, who demanded to know the name 
of the incendiary.

Robert L. Pell of apple tame is among the 
recent deaths. Hie was the most sucvess/y; 
man in this specialty in the world, and pis 
fruit was not only known in the British Mar. 
ket, but alsoin the Orient. Aga gentleman 
farmer 
made his @legant rural life highly profitab|e. 
He bad an immense orchard on the banks 
of the Hudson, whose product ~ wa, 
entirely limited to pippins. The 
fruit was carefully icked, the inferior 
quality being culled out for cider, ‘The r>. 
maincer was then placed in a sweating house, 
where the moisture was evaporated, after 
which it was packed in boxes of an exact size 
and sent to a foreign market. Pell foun‘ toe 
fruit business the best kind ef agriculture, 
and it made him immensely rich. He owned 
a fine house in Fifth avenue, which he made 
bis winter home, and it was at this place th: 
he died. 

In early life Pell traveted extensively, ang 
not only made the tour of Europe but reacp. 
ed the Orient, including a visit to tbe Troai, 
This in those days was aremarkable distance, 
and he carefully improved the opportynity. 
He was a very agreeable man in conversation, 
and asa combination Of elegant mangers aii] 
agricultural success he had few ‘equals. 
The famous pippins have carried his 
name to a wide range.of foreign parts, 
ana =soiif=tbeir§ = cult@re be properly 
maintained it.will, be a fortune to his heirs.

A Fresh French Scandal.

Voikinning 
put in an execution at his house, where little 
was fourd. Suddenly up started Comte de 
Lorgeril, Countess Doupet and Albert Dou- 
pet to oppose the seizure of certain objects. 
notably two hats, an umbrella and four 
shirts. The tribunal, after hearing both 
sides, has just decided in favor of Mile. Vo'- 
kinning, who Will retainthe shirts, bats and 
even the umbrella, while De Lorgeril and the 
two other opposing es are mulcted in 
costs and condemne ay Volkinning fifty 
francs damages, which is considerably more 
than the value of the object in dispute.

Minerals.

The speaker will exhibit vari- 
ous ores, etc. that he has brought with him 
from Colorado. The collection is now at 
the Y. M.C. A. It isvery interesting.

Colorado meerschaum is likewise repre- 
sented. Several pipes are exhibited made 
from it, and itis said to beeven hanadsomer 
than the real meerschaum.

The exhibit contains « 
bottie holding ores from some fifty different 
mines. ‘There are also some very handsome 
specimens of copper ore, blue in ecolor. Tae 
forest rock is a very pretty exhibit. It shows 
the ferns crystalized on the rock in their nat- 
ural forms. There 1s crystalized slag from 
the smelters; that is, the refuse as it cools off 
crystalizes into beautiful furits. Perhaos the 
most interesting exhibit in the coliection is one 
showing the process of assaying, that is the 
finding out how much silver there is to a tou 
ofore. First there is the ore as it comes to 
the assayer; then the scorifier, in which it is 
melted; then the ‘melted ore with the 
silver button?’ next the cupell with the 
silver button atthe bottom. ‘he button is 
weighed,and that shows how much silver there 
isinthe ton.

Weshington’s Birthday always comes on 
the 22d of February, but the 22d of Februarv 
does not always come on the same day of the 
week. This year it cime on Sunday, and, 
consequently, the formal celebration of the 
event was postponed till to-duy, the 23d.

THE WORKMEN’S WAR. 


Universal Unquietude Amongst All 
Branches of Labor. 


The Wagon-Makers, Cabinet-Makers, 
Moulders and Carvers Already 
on a Strike.

Varnishers, Teamsters, Painters, Stone- 
Masons, Tobacco Roliers, Tanners 
and Others Organizing. 


The mutterings of dissatisfaction among the 
working classes have already become loud, 
and give forth no uncerfain sound. Strikes, 
and rumors of strikes, fill the air, and there 
isa restless activity pervading all branches 
and classes of labor which 1s indicative of 
widespread discontent. On all sides is heard 
the cry for an increase of wages, and the prob- 
ability is that unless the demands of the worx- 


men are granted trouble will ensue. Since 
tie great strike there has not been 
as much activity among workmen as 


prevails at the present time. Several strikes 
are already in progress and some dozen other 
branches are actively preparing therefor. 
feetings are beld two or three times a week, 
and the initiatory steps have been taken to 
perfect organizations, and when these are 
completed it is intended to demand anin- 
crease of wages, and if this is not complied 
with a general strike will be organized. 
Among the bodies now ona strike are the 


cabinetemakers, the wagon-makers,' the 
wood - carvers, the brass « finishers 
and moulders. Among the trades 


now organizing, preparatory to a strike, 
are the tanners, the painters, the varnishers, 
the pressmen, the teamsters, the porters and 
storemen, the tobacco rollers, and the coal 
heavers who transport coal across the bridge. 
In addition there is still great dissatisfaction 
among the minersin the Bellevilic District, 
who are still holding meetings, the journey- 
men tailors, who are likewise dissatished, and 
the railroad employes. The labor reporter of 
the Post-DispaTcH has learned from 
undoubted autbority that great efforts are 
being made by those now on a strike 
and those contemplating the same step to 
brigg about a general cessation of labor ona 
large scale. To attain this end it is nevessary 
to obtain the co-operation of the railroad em- 
| ployes,and negotiations are now bieng carried 
on by the various unions towards that end. Of 
course the leaders in these labor troubles are 
proceeding very cautiously to work and keep- 
ing everything as secret as possible. It is 
averred that the railroad companies in view 


of the creat increase in their 
earnings can now afford to 


pay better wages to their men.° Said a raii- 
road man to the reporter: **Why, eighteen 
months ago a car load of freight from Kansas 
Citv to St. Louis cost only $8; now the charge 
is $50.’’ They, therefore, deduce that as tue 
receipts of the companies have received an 
unexumpled boom they have a right to ashare
